But yet when I read of all "^iah 
and Umupikm^ doing H^eh^ah 
J,, J J." honor at his death, and of the 
xcidavfs TfcepifJg, and (hewing the 
Aft- 9.^9. coats which Dorcas made while ffie 
wai with them^^am. not fo Urait- la- 
ced or fuperftitlous, as when any 
mans life hath been eminently re- 
markable and exemplary, left I

' 'Some good time for his further " 
perfefting, and the more happy 
icafoning of his fpirit, he fpent 
with that man of Gad, nowalfa 
with God, Mr. Cotton MBofion in 
Lincolnfim^whcvc^UfimGods rich 
bleffing of his moft godly diredi*^ 
ons and example, and the fociety 
he had with him, and other emi*- 
nent Ghriftians there, he was 
much improved and f urtheiec^as 
other wife^ fo efpecially heaven-* 
way, which inoft happily went a-

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Upon his return from thence 
to the Colledge , it was not long
